Teacher faces J 
charges of ' 
sexual assault 

A 58-year-old teacher at Roger 
Williams Middle School in Provi- 
dence has been charged with sec- 
ond-degree sexual assault on two 
12-y ear-old boys who are students 
at the school 

Albert E. Mink of Rocky Hill 
Road. North Scituate, who teaches 
social studies and conducts school 
leadership classes for boys, alleged- 
ly committed the assaults at Camp 
Yawgoog, a Boy Scouts facility in 
Hopkinton, on May 1, according to 
court records. 

Mink for many years was assis- j 
tant camp director. He resigned that 
position last Sunday, according to 
Vincent N.~Borreiii, scout executive 
and .secretary of the Narragaosett 
Council, Boy Scouts of America. 

Mink was arraigned yesterday in 
District Court, South Kingstown. 
He was released on personal recog- 
nizance by Judge Michael A. Hig- 
gins. 

Providence Supt. Joseph A. Al- 
magno said Mink, who is scheduled 
to retire next month, has been as- 
signed "administrative duties'* and 
will have no contact with students 
for the remainder of the school year. 

Mink has "called in sick" since 
last Friday, when he was questioned 
and arrested by state police, Al- 
magno said. 

According to the affidavit from 
state police Lt. John E. Turner, the 
alleged assaults occurred during an 
overnight outing at the camp. Par- 
ents called police after the boys re- , 
turned home the next day. 

Mink is a veteran teacher and has 
held a number of Providence school 
administrative jobs, including the 
principalships of Oliver Hazard Per- 
ry Middle School, Nathanael Greene 
Middle School and Samuel W. 
Bridgham Middle School. He has 
long been active in a program that 
conducts physical fitness and lead- 
ership classes for boys, according to
